Educational. 

The  subject  of  a  Higher  Education  for 
Woman  is  now  ia  that  state  ot  moral  effer¬ 
vescence  wkioh  most  Ideas  reach  before 
arriving  at  aay  degree  of  excellence.  We 
fc»U*t.  accordingly,  await  resulU,  trusting 
that  in  time,  between  the  front  and  the 
dregs  oi  dlecusion  will  remain  much  pure 
wine  of  truth,  and  that  the  day  may  no( 
be  f  ar  from  distant  when  we  may  be  allow¬ 
ed  Vo  partake  ol  it.  Through  all  the  dif¬ 
fering  shades  of  opinion  entdfeain  d  upon 
this  subject;  all  agree  that  many  and  grave 
errors  exist  In  the  present  system  of  female 
education.  The  question  as  to  what 
method  can  be  adopted  to  secure  thorough - 
neas  and  allow  sacrificing  her  physical 
welfare,  coutinues  to  prese  lor  an  an¬ 
swer. 

Bines,  at  auch  a  time,  no  suggealions 
come  amiss  which  aim  to  throw  a  ray  of 

light  in  the  right  direction,  we  deaire  to 
call  attention  to  a  method  of  instruction  in 
great  favor  in  Paris.  This  method  waa 
founded  by  M  Cotort,  and  is  continued 
with  very  great  success  by  M.  Remy.  As 
it  has  uow  stood  the  test  of  more  than  sixty 
years'  experience,  it  is  at  least  entitled  to 
consideration. 

M.  Remy  meets  bis  clsases  but  once  a 
week,  and  then  for  a  session  oi  only  two 
hours.  This  weekly  recitation  is  nothing 
more  or  lees  thsa  a  careful  examination  of 
tbe  pupils  In  the  leeaon  of  the  prev.ous 
week,  but  it  proves  so  exhaustive  that 
tbe  pupils  an  obliged  to  devote  from  three 
to  five  hours  each  day,  with  the  aid  of  pa 
rents,  governess,  or  tutor,  to  their  prepara¬ 
tion.  Each  girl  is  invariably  accompanied 
to  recitations  by  either  governess  or 
parent.  Itia,  indeed,  quite  common  to 
MA  parents  present,  busily  engaged  in 
writing  the  answer*  to  the  questions  pro¬ 
pounded,  to  be  afterwards  compared  with 
the  daughter’s.  A  delightful  conpenion- 
•bip  ie  sugeated  by  this  community  in  men¬ 
tal  pursuits. 

In  tbe  classes  the  girls  are  seated  in 
chairs  placed  around  a  long  table;  M 
Remy  occupying  the  middle  seat  at 
one  aide,  while  the  parents  and  other  per¬ 
sons  present  are  accommodated  with 
chairs  placed  in  rows,  as  one  sees  at  “parlor 
lectures." 

Order  being  secured,  the  first  thing  done 
by  all  present  Is  to  make  a  note  of  the  les¬ 
sons  lo  be  learned  the  coming  week.  These 
are  always  written  beforehand  upon  a 
blackboard  which  hangs  back  of  the  pro¬ 
fessor.  This  done,  1L  Remy  proceeds  to 
read  two  or  three  essays  selected  from  the 
whole  number  which  have  been  handed  in. 
After  the  few  words  of  comment  suggested 
by  the  essays,  follows  the  recitation  in 
poetry.  About  forty  lines  are  committed 
weekly ;  and,  as  the  brief  eession  of  two 
boors  would  by  no  means  admit  of  each 
pupil’s  reciting  the  whole,  Mr.  Remy  calls 
upon  one  (we  will  aay  Mile.  A.)  to  begin. 
Mile.  A.  responds  promptly  with  the  first 
two  lines;  being  then  interrupted  by  the 
protestor's  “Trb»  bien,  Mademoiselle; 
maintenant.  Mile. 'X.,,rMlle.  X.  takes  op 
the  dropped  thread  to  be  followed  by 
any  one  whom  M.  Remy  may  chance  to  se¬ 
lect.  There  being  no  regular  order  of 
suceeetoon,  no  pupil  knows  when  her  tarn 
may  come.  It  will  therefore  readily  be 
p received  what  oom piece  attention  is 
cared,  and  how  impossible  ia  it  for  any 
pupil  to  resort  to  subterfuge  to  insure  her 
own  portion. 

The  recitation  in  poetry  is  the  only 
verbal  one.  That  finished,  each  pupil 
opens  one  of  the^pile  of  exercise  books  in 
front  of  her,  in  preparation  for  recitation 
in  history. 

M.  Remy  by  no  means  confines  himself 
to  the  formal  question  oi  own  concerning 
whatever  of  importance  tbe  lesson  suggests 
Each  pupil  is  expected  to  look  np,  by  aid 
ol  encyclopedic  or  whatever  other  author¬ 
ity  may  be  available,  all  points  which  will 
serve  to  a  better  understanding  of  the 
riod  of  Which  the  lesson  treats.  The 
question  being  sskso,  each  pupil  proceeds 
tow  ritt  h<  r  answer.  When  finished,  she 
holds  up  her  book  for  inspection  by 
he  assistant  lady  teachers,  They  take 
their  position  behind  the  young  ladien, 
walking  from  one  to  another  to  overlook 
the  books  submitted  to  their  criticism.

Jonathan  on  the  snbiect,"  The  general 
did  so,  and  the  governor  was  successful  in 
supplying  many  of  the  wants  of  the  army ;
